Although  we  had  formally  come  into  being  in  July  of  1959,  our  first  conven- 
tion was  not  held  until  May  of  I960.  The  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society  was 
our  host,  held  at  the  Pfister  Hotel  at  the  east  end  of  Wisconsin  Avenue. 
It  marked  an  important  beginning. 

This  meeting  provided  something  for  us  that  hadn't  been  seen  too  often  in 
the  past  and  I rather  doubt  that  it  will  in  the  future.  Among  the  enumer- 
able displays,  a factor  always  present  at  Milwaukee. was  three  displays  of 
odd  and  curious  moneys,  each  containing  the  equivalent  of  several  cases. 
Dick  Rosholm  of  Round  Lake,  Illinois,  who  has  since  passed  on,  had  his  en- 
tire collection  there,  and  what  an  array  it  was;  must  have  been  at  least  20 
cases.  Gale  Highsmith,  Milwaukee,  whose  material  you  still  might  see,  also 
showed  nearly  as  many  cases.  Jim  Kelly  of  Dayton  handled  the  auction. 

The  1962  convention  was  hosted  by  the  Fox  Valley  Coin  Club  of  Appleton  in 
the  Masonic  Building  in  May.  Aside  from  not  having  adequate  electrical  out- 
lets, it  proved  a wonderful  meeting  spot  and  this  minor  problem  was  overcome 
after  an  anxious  hour  or  two.  Significant  at  the  meeting  was  the  weather. 
The  Saturday  sun  proved  only  a sample  of  what  was  to  come  on  Sunday.  It 
was  really  a sweltering  day. 

It  was  at  this  meeting  I became  your  president  only  after  last  minute  de- 
velopments which  caused  the  withdrawals  of  other  candidates.  I accepted 
with  great  reluctance,  in  that  I felt  ample  time  could  not  be  spared  to  do 
justice  to  the  job. 

The  1963  convention  held  at  Racine  some  time  ago  was  a great  success.  Held 
at  a brand  new  motel,  it  provided  a most  favorable  setting  for  our  third 
formal  meeting.  Fortunately,  for  me,  N.O.W.  has  a very  capable  arm  of  the 
organization  headquartered  at  Racine.  As  members  of  the  Racine  Club,  they 
spared  your  up-state  official  many  a problem. 

There  have  been  many  interesting  sidelight  stories  to  N.O.W.  too.  In  Janu- 
ary, 1962,  President  Branigan  called  a board  meeting  at  the  Bnbers  Club  at 
Madison.  The  day  produced  a terrific  snow  storm  and  members  from  southeast 
Wisconsin  never  did  get  there.  When  some  of  us  arrived  early  and  called 
the  Gordon  Gills,  our  Madison  host,  they  were  surprised  to  hear  of  our  pres- 
ence in  town. 

I hope  in  future  issues  Bob  Branigan  will  take  time  for  remarks  of  our 
beginning  years,  for  he,  as  your  first  leader,  was  nearer  the  center  of 
things  than  I.
